— Rocked 
tremblors and _ several 
hundred lesser shocks, Southern Cal- 
ifornia today coumted 132 dead and 
more than 4,000 injured, fearful the 
already high toll might be increased 
as search of the debris proceeded in 
daylight. 

From more than 100 communities 
came reports of casualties and heavy 
damage, amounting 
dollars, as the earth continued its 
successive upheavals throughout the 
night.

In 
the primitive age trading was carried 
on by a clumsy method of barter, 
which was simplified by the adoption 
of a system of monetary exchange. 
The system we have today is by no 
| means perfect, and many economists 
jere submitting proposals which they 
ae would be an improvement. The 
|depression has ..given. rise to many 
suggestions which have taken many 
‘forms. All reasonable proposals for 
monetary reform are in one way or 
another to control the fluctuation. of 
money, and three reasonable rules 
can be laid down, namely: 

1.. The proposal must provide for 
sonie easy and safe method of pro- 
viding money in a cc\‘rolled fashion 
when prices threaten \®“aul. 

2. It must also be wie to control 
prices when there is a tendency for 
prices to go higher. 

3. The system must provide some 
means of controlling the system by 
placing it in the hands of experienced 
men, and they must be left reason- 
ably free to control price levels 
lwithout tco much interference from 
' political and other outside sources. 

These are three requisites which 
must control prices when they hawe 
a tendency to fall or rise. A well- 
controlled international standard of 
; money is better than if controlled by 
one country, as it would prevent 
large fluctuations in trade rates and 
in financing international loans. The 
gold standard-did; when Ym “operation, 
prevent one country from increasing 
its issue of money higher than other 
country levels, and it also prevented 
it ‘from. ‘falling: But it: ‘had its weak- 
ieee in that it’ afa not contrél the 
price levels in some countries.

Make Plans Now 


Gardening plans, unlike those one 
may make for other things, have 
more than an even chance of coming 
out right. Granted that the best 
quality seed has been secured, amd 
from a source that caters to Canad- 
ian conditions, and provided weather 
and soil conditions are normal, then 
everything should grow to the proper 
height and at the proper time, Some- 
times in life, it is best not to plan 
very far ahead, but this philosophy 
is not to be followed in gardening. 
Here is a good plan and a decided 
advantage. With vegetables produc- 
tion can be increased from 25 to 50 
per cent while the well laid out flow- 
er garden will contain more and con- 
tinuous bloom and be better balanc- 
ed generally than the one that is just 
stuck in on the spur of the moment. 
This is the time to plan. All that 
is needed is a seed catalogue, a piece 
of paper, and a pencil and it is im- 
portant that there should be a rubber 
on the end of that pencil. 

Getting Most Out of Vegetables 

In selecting a good list of veget- 
ables, all those which have given sat- 
isfaction in the past should be in- 
cluded. To this should be added a 
few new things, particularly those 
which promise to fit into special 
places or favorite lishes. Next the 
list is divided under two headings, 
those that are planted early, such as 
lettuce, radish and spinach, and 
those which must not go in until all 
danger of frost is over. Then, with 
the catalogue at hand for authority, 
the list is again checked and beside 
each kind there is noted whether it 
is tall or short, wide or narrow, 
whether it should be started indoors, 
and whether it may be planted sever- 
al times a week or ten days. apart. 
With this information available a 
plan can be laid out. Tall things like 
corn require at least two feet between 
rows, while wide branching potatoes, 
peas and beans will need almost ‘as 
much. Trailing sorts of the cucum- 
ber and melon families also take up 
a good deal of room. On the other 
hand, carrots, beets, parsnips, spin- 
ach do not require more than twelve 
inches between rows in hand cultiva- 
tion. Where space is at a premium 
there are other short cuts, such as 

_interplanting the very early stuff like 


‘radish, spinach, and the first lettuce, 


with carrots, beets. and cabbage which \ 
will not require full room until well 
on in the season.

“Fruit of the wise men’’-—that’s 
what “Musa Sapientum,”’ the botan- 
ical name for the most common va- 
riety of bananas means. The name 
comes from a legend that says. that 
the ancient sages of India reposed j 


in the shade of the banana tree and)jemon juice and lemon rind and stir. 


refresiied themselves nvith its fruit. | 
Even long ago bananas were known 
to be a good food. Science now tells 
us why they are valuable, not only 
for adults, but especially for children | 
and infants Flavor alone would he, 
reason enough for frequent use of . 
bananas, but there are many other 
virtues to further recommend them. ' 


|They are primarily a fuel food, be 


ing high in carbohydrate. In addi-| 
ticn, they contain appreciable 
mounts of the essential minerals, and 
are rich jn Vitamins A, B, and C. So, 
the modern version of the name ' 
might appropriately be shortened to 
“Fruit of the Wise.” 

We now know that past attacks of 
“billiousness” from eating bananas 
were as much our own fault as 
cramps from eating green apples. 
Bananas, just like any fruit, if eaten 
raw should be fully ripe. All sugges-

he did plead for the destruction of 
this wholly parasitic trade, menacing 
ri eo and peace of the na- 


ie in Canada who remember the 
reflection of all this in the subordin- 
ation of the safety of our soldiers to 
the interests of The makers of the 
impossible Ross rifle, will appreciate 
that the matter of which Colonel 
Drew was speaking are not. un- 
known in Canada; and one need not 
be a pacifist to demand the enforce- 
ment of the Treaty of Versailles in 
its provision for the abolishment of 
all private commercial trade in mu- 
nitions of war. 

And if one begins to think that he 
sees some explanation of the slow 
Progress that the struggle for dis- 
armament has been making through 
the Icng twelve months of delibera- 
tion and discussion, he may surely 
be forgiven. One hates to think as 
meenly of his fellows as all this 
implies, but certain conclusions do 
seem terribly inevitable—The New 
Outlook. 


COWBOYS EAT FOR 
BETTER HEALTH 


(By Barbara B. Brooks) 

They say that things are not the 
same down on the Rio Grande. It is 
still a cow country and not all the 
cowboys have gone to Hollywood. 
But the boys are full of new-fangled 
ideas. Fords go to round-ups. A 
chuck-wagon equipped with mechan- 
ical refrigeration has made its ap- 
pearance. There is talk about food 
which jwill do for the hands what a 
good range does for the cattle. It’s 
preity hard to kill a hard riding cow- 
boy but there are times when he 
might feel better. 

He is asking for fruit and vegeta- 
bles: — hence the refrigerator. Here 
and ‘there fresh milk ‘takes the place 
of the old reliable “canned cow.” 
New staples go on the list. Old 
stand-bys are not given up but ‘reci- 
pes are changed, and for the better, 
too. There are flap-jacks, but to the 
batter a generous measure of all- 
bran is added because the boys have 
learned that they need the fiber, 
food iron and vitamin B which makes 
all-bran a heslthful food. 

The flaip-jack batter does for a 
quick bread, too. It is baked in large 
flat pans, cut into ample squares and 
handed out hot with maple syrup. On 
mornings, when corn bread with all- 
bran and diced bacon appears the 
cook is safe from abuse even should 
the coffee not be up to standard. 

The boys even stand for changes 
in iwell established favorites such as 
Texas Hot Tamale Pie and the cook 
saves himself a lot of work by sub- 
stituting crisp rice cereals for the 
usual cooked corn meal mush.

quart cooked corn meal mush, very 
stiff). | 


Mix the meat with gravy or stock, 


chili powder, salt and garlic. Turn 
into buttered casserole or baking 
pan. Cover with the rice cereal. 


Bake from 20 to 30 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven (400° F.). 

If the corn meal mush is used, line 
the sides and bottom of the baking 
dish with cold mush. Fill with the 
meat mixture, Put mush over top in 
broken pieces. Bake as above.
